PREFACE: For hundreds of years, obligations rooted 
in feudal times hovo governed relationships between landlords and tonanis. 
In 1970, a number of Canadian provinces at lost amended their legislation, 
•t being recognized that what amounted to a mastcr-servont relationship 
was no longer acceptable to determine the conditions under which 
present-day Canadians might rent housing Accommodation, 

NOTE: The reader is cautioned also that this is not a 
detailed, quotable legal study; it rs a precis of basic rights under the law 
for (ononis across Canada, although only Ontario sections are mentioned 
here. For legal advice, use this as a guide only, and talk to a lawyer. 

Rent Regulation - functionally, none in Ontario; legally, 
any rent is possible. 

Security Deposits - Ontario has abolished security deposit 
for new and runcwed tonancius except for those held against 
the lost month's rent. Deposits outstanding on the passage 
of new legislation must beteturned at the end of tenancy 
(or at its renewal) tenant or the courts allow otherwise. In 
both cases a 6v rate of interest must be paid. 

Distress - at the moment, a landlord cannot seiio a tenant's 
goods and chattels for arrears in rent. Presumably, (since 
this is new legislation) a landlord could be charged with 
theft under the Criminal Code,

Sub-lettfng - tenants can't waive sub-let rights unless stated 
in the lease or agreed upon at the geglnning of tenancy; 
landlord consent is not necessary If you wish to replace' 
yourself with another tenant in the same unit/ the 
landlord can't withotd permission without flood reason, and 
sub-letting fees must be reasonable. However, there are 
no penalties for landlord violators. 

Locking devices - mutual consent from both parties 
necessary before alterations ara made in the locks for 
access to the premises; St 4 000 fine for violators, 

Privacy from Landlord - as long as the premises appear 
inhabited, the landlord may enter onfy to show prospective 
tenants the premises at reasonable hours after a proper 
termination notice has been given or after a 24- hour 
written notice and then only during daylight hours, except 
with the consent of tenant or In an emergency. 

Obligation to repair - the landlord must "provide and 
maintain the premises in a good state of repair and fitter 
habitation and to complywith local and provincial 
building health and safety standards. Tenants must - 
maintain reasonable neatness and repair damage that 
they directly caused, (or indirectly). 

Tenant's copy of the Lease - landlord must deliver a 
"fully executed duplicate copy" of the lease within 21 
days of execution of the lease. Tenant has no obligations 
under the lease if the landlord fails to come through, 

Interesse termini - the tenant may refuse to move in if 
he wishes without fear of lawsuit; in this matter, landlord 
and tenant are now equal. 

Frustration - if a place becomes unusable or available, the 
cor.ract is considered to be terminated; e.g.: if the building 
burns down. 



Landlord's obligation to inform ~ landlord must post in 
multi-unit buildings In a conspicuous place his name, 
address and sections of law dealing with termination 
procedures. No penatty for violators. 

Post-dated cheques - maximum fine for landlord who 
requires post-dated cheques either personally or through 
tenancy agreement. Landlord, therefore, cannot "sell" 
postdated cheques along with the premises In event of 
bankruptcy or foreclosure. 

Retaliatory evictions - tenants under Inflrtite-term lease or 
similar are protected vaguely In that a judge may refuse a 
writ of possession to a landlord if there is reason to believe 
that the landlord Is retaliating against tenant attempts to 
secure legal rights and where the tenant has requested k o 
public agency to enforce health or maintenance standards. 
Flnite*term lessees are out of luck - the landlord simply 
terminates the lease at renewal time. 

Accelerated rent - where a rent clause in the lease states 
that all future rent comes due at once if the lessee Mis 
behind in rent, the lessee is protocted by low which allows 
him to pay up back rent and court cost In reasonable 
amounts, rather than all at once. 

Contracting out - some par;* si the law may be waived by 
mutual agreement; tenants not knowing the law may waive 
rights very important to them. Such is now prohibited 
except for the amount of time required for giving notice 
of termination, (In other words, think first) 

Restrictions on Children - landlords may still discriminate 
against families with children; at the moment this is a 
thorny issue with landlord and tenant pressure groups and 
no solution has been found. 

In posse/in esse - new tenants or landlords now bound by 
obligations in tha lease whether the matters were in 
existence at the time the lease was signed or not.

Overholding Tenants - tenants which overstay must 
compensate their landlords; now tenancy does not 
automatically occur with overstaying of a tenant - a new 
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.... . ' Standard bad Lease — where the terms of the lease may 
conflict with the law, they should be void, but obsolete ' 
articles persist Ontario has something in the works now, 
but that will do you no Immediate good. Know your < 
lease. 

Ombudsman - not In Ontario, 

Government publicity - if this is the first (hat you knew of 
your rights as a tenant, than you are also aware of the 
effectiveness of the government publicity in this matter. 
See Bureaux and Boards*. • 

General Exception » residential premises that are included 
with commercial property under a single lease are excluded* 
from legal coverage. 

— Students in residence are excepted from landlord tenant 
laws; they are legally "occupants" and have no legal 
protection as such, 

— fodgers, boarders and roomers are assumed to have no 
legal protection because the law avoids mentioning them 
and because the landlord in this cose takes on the role of 
principal tenant and thereby gets normal tenant protection, 

- presumably, because such is not mentioned in the law, tenant 
association groups, etc, may be excluded from a premise 
since they are not by definition affiliated with any political 
party, 

- agreements-to-lease are not mentioned in the Act and these 
are often landlord weapons to take rent but not commit 
themselves to renting a place to a person; in other words, 
a landlord may take you for a month's rent in advance, 
and then refuse to rent the place to you.

The Board of Governors Is the all powerful ogre reigning 
over this little community. Its powers are not defined. This 
Is known as the "When in doubt, try to emulate the ambiguity 
of the BNA Act Syndrome".

les, enables Laurentian a good 
chance of earning a playoff spot. 
The atmosphere at training 
camp this year was almost a 
complete turnabout from pre- 
vious years. Preston said, "By 
far the best training camp I've 
ever had. Fitly guys showed up 
and every one worked their hearts 

out." Some of the rookies and 
many of the veterans, stated that 
this was the foughesf training 
camp they ever had. Perhaps 
part of this can be credited to 
a man named Ken Naples, who 
screamed and urged the players 
on to heights of greater pain 
and fatigue, le. after the players 
had finished sprinting up tho
